labor disturbances. 


The scheme under which it operates 


v. as thus brlolly described yesterday 
by the Fall River Globe: 


While the policy holders are guaran- 


teed a certain beneflt, based

530n or JCOO weekly during the continu-

This association Is In the nature of a 


mutual benefit combination, to insure 
Us. members against losses that may 
be Incurred throucli strikes or other 
liibor disturbances. 


The scheme under which It operates 


vas thus briefly described yesterday 
by the Fall River Globe: 
While the policy holders are guaran- 


teed a certain .benefit, based

of a mill of 40.000 spindles to perhaps 
$500 or JGOO weekly during the continu- 
ance of a strike, the nmnnnement ot

company.

Big Fire in Pawtucket 


This Morning 


PAWTUCKET, R. J.. Nov; 2G-TIio dry 


goods and furniture store of Simrienbcr^ 
and Robinson, the largest concern of its 
kind In the city was damaged to the ex-

by a flro which

and second floors, but was confined to 
this section by the 
firemen. 
Clouds of 


dense smoke- however went into all parts 
of tho two buildings and the goods on the 
first and second flors were ruined by 
water. 
There, were about $250,000 worth 


of goods in the two buildings.

the fire department were overcome by 
smoke, during tho fire, but wore rescued.

A bond hns been filed with the U. 
S. government, through the treasury 
department by the World's Fair ter- 
minal railway making it a

carrier which will facilitate the re- 
moval of the exhibits, as freight cars 
can be dispatched direct from the ex- 
position grounds to their destinations. 


With the exception of Germany, in 


which case special permission was se- 
cured, not a single exhibit has been 
withdrawn, nor will be allowed to be 
withdrawn until December 1.

FALL RIVER MILLS 


Are in the Hands of Outside 


People 


FALL TUVER, Nov. SG.^Perhaps 


nothing that has developed In cofincc- 
ti'.in with the strike situation In this 
city lias excited more comrn6n_t than 
the revelations maiie yesterday con- 
o-rniiiE a matter that hns been a care- 
fully guarded secret. These revelations 
furnish an explanation of the Inflexible 
altitude of the committee that has been 
lir.ntlling the manufacturers' side or the 
controversy, and which nan rendered 
.1 settlement of the strike Impossible. 


The truth of the matter is, according 


to the Fall River Globe, that the Fall 
i'.iver mill agents have not been In a 
l.'isltlnn to conduct this battle an they 
inih'ht be disposed to, inasmuch as the 
nirfctinn of the campaign hns virtually 
liwu In the hands of 
outside manu- 


Lu'lurerfl who »re, moreover, business 
cumpi'titors of tho mills here. 


It transpires that there 
is an or- 


ganization known ns the "Associated 
ti-xtlle Industries." with headquarters 
in Boston, with which a number of the 
mill corporations about New England 
are affiliated. 


This assoo.lntlon Is in the nature of. a 


mutunl benefit combination, tn Insure 
Us members against losses that may 
lie Incurred throush strikes or other 
kibor disturbances. 


The scheme under which It operates 


was thus briefly described yesterday 
by the Fall River Globe: 


While the policy holders are guaran- 


teed a certain benefit, based 
on tho 


pay rolls, and amounting In the case 
<if a mill ol 40.000 spindles to perhaps 
J500 or JCOO weekly during the continu- 
ance of a strike, the manni;ement of 
matters In connection therewith Is tak- 
< n virtually out of the hands of the 
Insured parties and vested in the mnn- 
nj?e!npnt of the 
insurance 
company. 


That Is lo say, a policy holder Is nol .it 
liberty to nojrotlntc a ecltlnnunl with 
liis cmi.'loyes which hns not 
I he sunr- 


fion of the bonrd or directors of the 
A. T. I. 
Should he makr terms with the strik- 


ing operatives which do not meet with 
the approval of the directorate, he for- 
f«lts the benefit!? accruing lo him. Pay- 
ments due on nccount of the policy arc 
not mnde until a strike Is ended. 


On the bonrd of directors of-this com- 


pany tho manufacturers of Fall lllver 
have but one representative. The other 
10 or a dozen are Interested In mills In 
other localities In New Enplund. 
It Is In the power, therefore, of tho 


latter, If they are so disposed, to pre- 
vent any settlement of the trouble, here 
except on the 
stipulation 
that tlie 


operatives submit 
unconditionally to 


the 12M: percent reduction. 
There are two very obvious reasons 


•why these outside manufacturers might 
desire to observe Buch a policy. Tn the 
first place, as long as the Fall River 


mills are hung up and their product 
kept out of the market, the better for 
the outside 
competitors. 
Secondly, 


should the battle over this reduction 
be finally won hy the 
local 
manu- 


facturers, then every other New Eng- 
land manufacturer, with 
this as 
a 


precedent, will be able to follow suit 
and knock 12VJ: percent off the wages 
of his operatives. 
It will be seen from this what a sor- 


ry mess the mills here are In under 
this arrangement, nnd wh.it a barren 
victory they will win, 
should 
tbi-y 


eventually carry the day In their fight 
with the strikers. 
When all the outside mills shave off 


Vt^ft 
percent from their payrolls, the 


concerns here will be in precisely the 
prime relative position with respect to 
the cost of labor ns hetu'een them and 
their competitors In Ithinlo Island and 
elsewhere, as they were before. 
The 


same Inequality that the mill agents 
pay has existed In the wage scales in 
Kail River nnd these- other centers will 
still obtain In precisely the same pro- 
portion. 


Nor Is flint nil. Should tho opera- 


tives In any of these ntlier concerns re- 
sist Ihe reduction nnd go on strike, then 
the local corporations Identified with 
this, Insurance scheme, will be obliged 
to cnsh up 
to reimburse the 
mills 


struck for their losses. 


The facts regarding Ibis Insurance 


mntter have brcn a carefully guarded 
secret with the mill ngonts who are 
tied up In It. It Is said that some of 
tho directors In certain of the corpora- 
tions have had no knowledge of It. or 
at all events have not been enlightened 
regarding Its scope nnd operations. 


It cannot be learned how many of 
the mills are In the combination. It Is 
surmised thnt a majority of them are, 
however, although It can be stated for 
n r.-icl tint there are a few. at leant, 
(hilt are not. But be they more or less, 
the fact rcmnlns that there would seem 
to be a sufficient number 
to 
enable 


these outside dictators to control the 
situation hero, providing such is their 
purpose or desire. 


Tho managers of the mills who are 


not In this Insurunce scheme are natur- 
ally very much disconcerted over the 
revelations ttuit have been made- con- 
cerning it. while the local stockholders 
in the mills and business men generally 
are unreserved In their criticism of the 
action of those mill agents who have 
put themselves in a position whereby 
the Interests of Fall River lire being 
Bnorlflred for the present and prospec- 
tive lienellt of manufacturers and com- 
munities in other centers, and 
from 


which they cannot extricate themselves 
without sustaining a heavy loss In ad- 
dition to what the strike has already 
cost their stockholders and the city at 
large.

THE ARMY REPORT 


Chaffee Favors Dlsfran- 


chisement of Deserters 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 26.—Lieut.- 


Clen. Chaffee, chief of staff, of the U. 
S. army. In his annual report, says In 
hie opinion little new general k- 
tlon la needed at this time. 


He says eulllcient time 
hae 
not 


elapsed since the reorganization of the 
army to determine wisely what legis- 
lation la necessary. 
lie BUKgestH tho enactment of state 
wB disfranchising deserters from the 


army, adding: 
"If all states anil territories should 


by law withhold from deserters exer- 
I'tse of the right to vote at national, 
state and municipal elections 
unless 


the act of desertion be atoned for by 
lawful disclmrKO, subsequently earned 
by service, it seems probable that the 
most healthful 
r<;mc-dy 
practicable 


would be applied to the evil and that 
the result would he surprisingly ereat.

pense and flr;rvo out their unexplred 
enlistment contracts in order to re. 
celve a lawful discharge, which would 
reestablish their civil status."

BREWERS' UNION 


Lost Fight in F. of L 


Convention 


RAX FRANCISCO, Nov. 26.—After 


spending almost the entire day in a 
bitter debate, the differences between 
the Brewery "Workers' union and In- 
ternational Brotherhoods of Engineers, 
Firemen and Teamsters was settled by 
the American Federation of Labor. The 
vote on every point at issue, with one 
minor 
exception, 
was 
against 
the 


Brewers Workers' union. The team- 
sters employed about breweries should 
join and come under the jurisdiction of 
the Itrewery Workers' union. The rep- 
resentatives 
of 
the 
International 


Brotherhoods of Engineers, 
Firemen 


and Teametcra objected to this and In- 
troduced a resolution to the effect that 
all workers In breweries be organized 
according to their respective crafts and 
nsked the convention to vote that all 
engineers, firemen and teamsters now 
In the Brewery Workers' union shall 
leave the same and join organizations 
of their representative craft. 
For an 


hour n debate was indulged In on the 
proposition 
to substitute the 
word 


"may" for "shall" and the convention 
finally voted for the change. 


This permits the engineers, firemen 


and teamsters to determine whether or 
not 
they 
shall 
secede 
from 
the 


Brewery 
Workers' 
union. It 
v 


charged during the debate that 
the 


Brewery AVorkers' union had filled the 


places of engineers and 
firemen 
on 
strike in St. Louis and Belleville, Ills., 
with non-union men anfl thereupon or- 
ganized the latter. 


It was requested that the American 


Federation of Labor compel the strik- 
ers to be reinstated and the convention 
so voted. 
The 
convention 
likewise 


voted that all injunctions pending or 
obtained by the 
Brewery 
Workers' 


union against other organizations be 
withdrawn or dissolved. 


The proposition to adjust the differ- 


ences between the Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and the association of Wood 
Workers was found 
impossible.

delegates unanimously voted 
to use 


every effort to make more effective the 
union label. 


A resolution to do away with the 


Washington lobby -was voted down af- 
ter the socialistic delegates had made 
speeches in favor of Its passage.

t'ocialistB were opposed on the floor by 
President Gompers. The latter bitter- 
ly denounced the socialists for what he 
termed their "sneering tirades."
